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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/30/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In re pages 9-14, Applicant's argues Dimitrova et al fail to teach "detecting a 
plurality of separators based on said generated compressed video data, each of said 
separators is defined bv at least two consecutive scene changes " for claim 1 . 

In response, The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Dimitrova et al teach a set of 
features for the detection of commercial breaks recited on column 7, lines 50-61. One of 
those features is the detection of black frame/Unicolor frame detection. Also, Dimitrova 
recites on column 8, lines 7-14, "some broadcasters use unicolor frames (e.g. blue 
frames ) instead of black frames between commercials." The Examiner has given the 
claim broadest reasonable interpretation according to the above teaching of Dimitrova 
et al as the following: the plurality of separators is being interpreted bv the Examiner as 
the Unicolor frames (black frames or blue frames) between commercials since it 
separate the commercials of the commercial break, and the two consecutive scene 
changes is being interpreted bv the Examiner as the following: the change from one 
commercial of a commercial break to the Unicolor frames is the first scene change, and 
the change from same Unicolor frames to the following commercial of the commercial 
break is the second consecutive scene change. Applicant defines the "separator" in 
figure 3 and pages 9-10 in the specification of the instant application as "a separator, 
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defined by black frames (BF) or other unicolor frames. . . " This definition of the 
"separator" is exactly the same as the teaching of Dimitrova et al above.
